Plan of Settlement. 

The settlement, which comes in the form 
of a counter proposition on the part of 
drainage trustees, contemplates a connec- 
tion between the drainage channel and the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal at some point 
between Summit and Lockport, this to be 
determined by the Sanitary District. It is 
to be a gravity flow and sufficient for all 
purposes of navigation in the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal. | 

To accomplish this the canal will be deep- 
ened from two to four feet between the 
point of junction with the sanitary chan- 
nel and lock No. 4 at Lockport. 

The extreme distance will not exceed ten 
and one-half miles, and it is the opinion of 
Engineer Randolph that it probably will not 
exceed four and one-half miles. The work 
can be done in four months and the

The most significant feature of the proposed 
plan is that it contemplates making a com- 
mercial waterway of the sanitary channel 
between Romeo and Chicago. 

John Lambert of Joliet, member of the Spe- 
cial Inspection committee, in discussing the 
matter in the conference today, expressed 
satisfaction with the proposed agreement 
as keeping faith with the people down the 
valley, and said. it marked the beginning of 
a project which would result ultimately in 
a waterway from Lake Michigan to the 


Mississippi River.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[{Special.]— 
According to a special poll made for Tun 
TRIBUNE of members of the House now in 
town, the Indications are that Brigham H. 
Roberts, the Utah Representative charged 
with polygamy, will be seated by the House 
merely on the technical question dt the regu- 
arity: of his certificate, and then, after the 
case has been referred to a committee and 
investigated, if the fact of his polygamist 
practices is proved by evidence, he will be 
unseated by a vote which seems likely to be 
unanimous. 

In polling the members they were first 
asked if, provided polygamy was established 
by satisfactory evidence, they would vote 
to unseat him. Of 74 members actually 
polled by Tuz Trisune 50 responded in the 
affirmative, 24 were noncommittal, and not 
one said he would vote to continue Roberts 
in his seat in spite of his polygamy. Of those 
who committed themselves ih favor of un- 
seating 34 were Republicans, 15 were Demo- 
crats, and one a Populist... Of the two dozen 
who were undecided 16 were Democrats, 5 
Republicans, and 3 Populista 

In regard to whether Roberts should be 
permitted to take the oath on his prima 
right to his seat, as shown by his cer- 
tificate, out of 75 polled 27 said they would 
vote top the taking of the oath, 8 would 
vote ag it, and 40 were noncommit tal.

Mrs. B. Roberts Begins War om It in 
Haywood— 1s Sold at Thurca 
Social. 


Mrs. B. Roberts, President of the May- 
wood branch of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
Perance union, has warned the members of 
that organization and other residents of 
Maywood against the cider sold at the 
church socials in that village. She says 
that cider is almost as deadly in its effects 
as‘liquor, and that its use leads to the par- 
taking of alcoholic beverages. Mrs. Rob- 
erts’ statement has stirred up some con- 
troversy in Maywood. 

Mrs. Roberts might not have begun her 
attack on cider had not the social in the 
First Episcopal Church recently been the 
scene of cider drinking. The cider was 
Sweet. Mrs.. Roberts. does not say it was 
“hard,” but immediately after the social 
she came out against its use. 

She said the drink was so objectionable 
that it never should have been allowed in a 
church, and that if parents knew the evils 
that lurked in the mildest of cider they 
would not allow their children to drink it. 
Members of the congregation yesterday re- 
sented Mrs. Roberts’ criticism.

NEW YORK FINANCIERS PRAISE THD 


Provision That Greenbacke Shall Be 


Paid Oat Only tor Gold Is Especial- 
ly Indorsed—Feature Allowing In- 
creased Circulation for National 
anke Also Comimended — Inter- 
views with Levi F. Merton, J. B.

The establish- 
ment of a bureau of redemption and issue is 
a great step in advance. The provision that 
greenbacks shall be paid out only for gold 
is another feature to be strongly advocated. 
I think that by allowing banks to take such 
circulation to the full amount of the per 
value of bonds d ted will tend to the in- 
crease of national bank note circulation 
largely. In the first place all banks will in- 
crease their circulation by 20 percent. That 
will amount to $20,880,000 on the start, and 
will encourage further increases,” 


Senator Allison’s Views. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—Senator Alli- 
son, chairman of the Committee on Appro- 
priations, reached Washington tonight. . 
Senator is also a member of the Finance 
committee, which has been engaged during 
the recess in the consideration of a currency 
bill to be reported to the Senate at the com- 
ing session. The measure, however, has not 
yet been completed, but work on it will be 
pushed and a report made to the Senate at 
an early day. Senator Allison is of opinion 
that financial legislation in some form 

be enacted at the coming session. He thinks 
the Hill to be framed by the Senate commit- 
tee in all essential respects will be similar 
to that agreed upon by the Republican Cau- 
cus committee of the House, although there 
may be differences in the phraseology which 
can be adjusted in conference.

The national bankers in Chicago who are 
willing to discuss the proposed financial bill 
prepared by the Republican Congressipnal 
Caucus committee seem to be inanimously 
in its favor, so far as it promises to establish 
in law the fact of the gold standard.

It seems, they 
say, a measure likely to force banks to issue 
notes to the full value of their deposited 
bonds, when, as a matter of fact, most of the 
national banks in Chicago are paying taxes 
on a limited issue of those notes stored in 
their vaults.

FORMER EMPLOYER’S OFFER. 


More than 300 of Them Will Feast To- 
day at George P. Bent’s Bxpense— 
Business Agent of the Union Sur- 
prised at Outeome Board of 
Arbitration Reaches No Tangible 


More than 300 locked out pianomakers. 
recently in the employment of George P. 
Bent, will dine today at the expense of their 
former employer. Business Agent Dold, 
provided he keeps his reported promise, * 
“eat his hat,“ which he agreed to do, it 
said, if twenty of the men responded to the 
invitation. 

At 8 o’clock in the morning the first of the 
men appeared before the cashier with the 
letter in his hand, a copy of which had been 
sent to each of the locked out men.

Out in the salesroom one 
of the pianos with the automatic attach- 
ment played “cake walks” and 
time’ music while the men talked over the 
coming dinner. Workmen would come into 
the room and ask some of their friends if it 
was true that every one was getting the 
money for dinner. 

„ Sure thing, it's true,“ would be the an- 
swer, and the man or boy who came in skep- 
tical would soon be convinced by the crisp 
bills he would find in his hand. 

James Lubrich, a young man of 18, reached 


the cashier at 3 o'clock.

Dold Looks on in Wonder.

Probably More than Ten Thousand Have 


Thanksgiving Dinner at Woolf’s 
Clothing Store. 


Probably more than 10,000 newsboys and 
girls and their mothers and little broihers 
amd sisters had Thanksgiving dinner at 
Woolf's clothing store, State and Monroe 
streets, last night. The little fellows began 
at 6 o' clock, and did not finish eating all the 
turkey and cranberry sauce and pie and cake 
and apples and bananas until nearly mid- 
night.

ANGRY AT SODEN’S 


BOSTON MAGNATE’S ATTITUDE ro- 
WARDS NEW LEAGUE ORITICISHD, 


President Johnson of the American 
League Says National League “ Pro- 
tection ” Is a Humbug and a Farce— 
Hub Leader Would Favor Rival As- 
sectation at the Expense of a 
Minor Organization in the National 
Agreement. 


The interview with President Soden of the 
Boston club in reference to the attitude he 
favored assuming toward the new American 
association has acted as a sort of bombshell 
in the American league camp. 

President Soden says he is in favor of 
giving Louisville and Cleveland to the new 
league in the West, and allowing it to have 
Washington and Baltimore in the East. In 
short, the Boston magnate believes in as- 
suming friendly relations with the new 
association, 

When President Johnson and Magnate 
Comiskey read this statement they were 
quite astonished, or at least Mr. Johnson 
was. The President of the American league 
said yesterday: 

Here, now, is what the National league 
Proposes to do in behalf of those organiza- 
tions which have been paying tribute to it 
for years. The minor leagues have been 
paying for protection, and now, on the first 
occasfon that comes up when protection ib 
actually needed, the major league proposes 
to desert the minors and negotiate with in- 
vaders who have never given them a cent. 
The National league magnates have satis- 
fied themselves that the new league-is not 
going to injure them. They know that not 
half a dozen desirable major league players 
will be won over to the experimental organ- 
ization. Therefore, they are willing to give 
to the invading body such towns as they do 
not want—in fact, such towns as they want 
to get rid of. 

But what about the American league, or 
Western league? What about the protec- 
tion for which we have been paying for 
years? The National league magnates 
know that the American association has 
counted on drawing its players from the 
American league all along, yet now, instead 
of helping us, they talk of aiding the new 
association, and, what is more, of giving it 
cities that we desire and for which we have 
been asking for years. Is that what we have 
been paying for for years?

Exchange Eleven Shots —Former's 
Wite the Cause. 


G. 8. Steele, 184 Sacramento avenue, and 
Walter W. Benjamin, 100 South Kedzie ave- 
nue, had a duel with revolvers last night 


through a door in Mr. Steele’s house. Mr. 


Benjamin was wounded three times, but 
not seriously. Mr. Steele was not hit at all. 

Mr. Benjamin's attentions to Mrs. Steele 
caused so much trouble between the families 
that recently Mrs. Benjamin horsewhipped 
the woman. The husbands met to talk over 
the affair, and concluded that it could be 
settled if Mr. Benjamin could call on Mrs. 
Steele in the presence of her husband and 
say that he did not care for her. 

Between 6 and 7 o’clock last night Mr. 
Benjamin called at che Steele residence. 
But when he came into the presence of Mrs. 


her had cooled. 

This angered Mr. Steele. He drew a re- 
volver and shot five times at Mr. Benjamin. 
One bullet hit the victim in the arm, a second 
in the wrist, and a third in the groin. The 


other two were imbedded in the wall of the 


sitting-room, where the peace meeting had 
been called. 

As soon as Mr. recovered from 
his astonishment at the assault he ran out 
into the hall, slamming the door behind him 
and holding it shut. Mr. Steele fired eleven 
shots through the door, but none of them 
hit the man outside. 

Mr. Benjamin drew his own revolver as 
soon as he reached the hall. He fired five 
shots, the police say, through the door at 
Mr. Steele, but Mr. Benjamin denies this. 
He says he fired into the floor to attract the 
police. 

As soon as the first shot was fired Mrs. 
Steele ran screaming from the place. Once 
n the street, she hurried to Madison street, 
where she met Patrolman Boyle of the War- 
ren Avenue Station. Boyle hurried to 
the Steele house. He found Mr. Steele gone. 
Laying on the floor in the hall, apparently 
unconscious, was Mr. Benjamin. The wagon 
was called and the wounded man was taken 
to the County Hospital, where he recovered 
consciousness. His injuries were dressed 
and he was taken to the Warren Avenue Bta- 
tion, where he told his story to Captain 
Campbell. 

The police were unable to find Mr. Steele, 
but after a time he appeared at the Warren 
Avenue Station. It seems that after the 
shooting he went to the Sacramento Avenue 
Methodist Dpiscopal Church, at the corner

YERKES SALE 18 MADE. 


UNION TRACTION ACQUIRES THE 


CONSOLIDATED LINES. — 


Official Confirmation of the Deal Also 
Includes Lake Street L,“ but the 
Transfer of the Latter Is Discredit- 
ed in La Salle Street — Action of 
Steck Indicates That the Dividends 
of the Absorbed Line Have Not Been 


Guaranteed. 


Official confirmation of the completion of 
negotiations by which the Union Traction 
company gains control of the Consolidated 
Traction company was received in ‘Chicago 
yesterday. After several conferencés in 
New York the essary papers were drawn 
up and formally signed at a meeting on 
Tuesday evening. Details of the arrange- 
ment were not sent by the directors, who are 
in New York, but it is understood in Chicago 
that the deal involves a surrender by Mr. 
Yerkes of his interests in the Consolidated 
Traction company, which has been his pet 
company since his withdrawal from the 
North and West Chicago roads. 

It is stated on good authority that the Union 
Traction people agreed to pay a round sum 
and buy Mr. Yerkes’ holdings outright. The 
capital stock of the Consolidated Traction 
company amounts to $15,000,000, and of this 
amount Mr. Yerkes owned about §10,000,- 
000. He controlled still more, which was 
held by his friends. The report, however, 
that he has disposed of his holdings of the 
stock for cash is doubted by a number of 
people who have been posted on the prelim- 
inary negotiations between Mr. Yerkes and 
the Traction company. 

Yerkes’ Lines a Competitor. 

At the time the Union Traction company 

was organized to take over the West and 


North Side lines, the proposition either to 


purchase or lease the Consolidated Traction 
company was considered, but for some rea- 
son the deal was not made at that time. 
Shortly afterwards the discovery of the 
existence of contracts which fortified the 
Consolidated Traction company, virtually 
placing it in a position to become a competi- 
tor of the larger orrganization, led to a 
disagreement which threatened to be taken 
to the courts. Finally the interests con- 
trolling the Union Traction company made 
an offer to Mr. Yerkes for the Consolidated 
company. The proposition was much like 
that closed with the North and West Side 
roads, and involved a leaso with à guar- 
anatee, placing the stock on a 3 per cent 
basis. Mr. Yerkes refused this offer, and, 
when asked to set a value on the property, 
said it was worth 4 percent. As the stock 
was selling at less than 60 then, the Union 
Traction people decided they would not give 
so much and the negotiations fell through. 
Afterwards, as the capacity of the company 
improved, Mr. Yerkes decided that if the 
Traction people desired it they would have 
to pay more than the figure he named at 
the earrlier stage of the negotiations. 

As the stock markets generally are quick 
to reflect such important movements in cor- 
porations, it was believed yesterday that 
if the settlement with the Traction people 
had resulted in placing the stock of the 
Consolidated company on a permanent 
the stock would have made a better show- 
ing on the exchange than it did. Sales of 
the stock on the New York Exchange were 
made at 48% and 47%. The day bc sore there 
were sales of 200 shares at 48 and 48%. The 
last quotation on Monday was 48. The fact 
that the stock did not sell higher is taken 
as evidence that Mr. Yerkes’ holdings have 
chang ownership, and that no perma- 
nent lease was made of the entire property. 


Report Includes Lake Street L.“ 
The official corroboration of THE TRIB- 
UNB’s story of Wednesday morning was that 
the Union Traction company had obtained 
all of Mr. Yerke’s holdings in Chicago, with 
the exception.of the Northwestern elevated 
and the Union Loop. This would mean that 


the Lake Street elevated was included in 


the deal, which would indicate that the in- 
terests are ambitious to control the surface 
roads of Chicago and the elevated lines in 
addition. Local people did not know that 
the Lake street road had been under dis- 
cussion, and they do not believe a change in 
ownership of that line is likely. | 
The action of the Union Traction company 
shows a growing tendency to enlarge. It 
now hes a monopoly of the North and West 
Sides, and if it could gain the Chicago City 
road, eventually, the company would have 
command of the traffic situation. The con- 
solidated company will prove more valuable 
in the future. The most glowing reports 
about the Consolidated Traction company 
are that it is earning 3 per cent, but this is 
not official. | 
The influence of Mr. Yerkes as an activ 
manager of street railways in Chicago is 
further lessened by the new deal. It is con- 
ceded that the combination of elevated roads 
will be made some time, but not before the 
Northwestern elevated has demonstrated its 
earning powers. Financial men say that Mr. 
Yerkes is the logical man to bring about the 
consolidation, amd predict that he will do 80.

“BEN HUR” GIVEN AS A PLAY. 
First Presentation of Wallace’s Work 


Excites Admiration of New — 
York Audience, | 


New York, Nov. 29.—[{Special.]—All who 
saw the transformation of General Lew Wal- 
lace’s ‘‘ Ben Hur into a play will look back 


2 tonight as a memorable event in stage | 


ory. 
Not dre, in this season or last—perh 
not beforé in a decade—has New York had a 


theatrical production around which such 
keen and widespread interest centers. 


The feat of representing in stage pictures 


the descriptions which General Wallace 
drew so brilliantly in his wonderful biblical 
romance was almost Titanic. It meant in- 
‘finite pains, the expenditure of almost in- 
finite resources, mental and material. 

And the feat was brilliantly accomplished. 
The great audience which wedged itself into 
the Broadway Theater was transported back 
2,000 years into realms of beauty and glory. 
Wonderful scenes of Palestine, stern and 
severe in their severity, faded away into 
more brilliant pictures of the grandeur of 
finite daintiness. 

The audience was not of the sort that 
gathers at the chance productions on Broad- 
way. Instead, there were thoughtful men 
and women who had grown to know Ben- 
Hur and had come to see the hero of General 
Wallace’s work portrayed in living form. 
Scores of the author’s friends were in the 
boxes and seats. Tense interest prevailed 
until it burst its bounds in tumultuous en- 
thusiasism when the chariot race was run 

won. 

General Wallace was in one of the lower 
boxes, surrounded by half a dosen women. 
Throughout the play he sat unmoved, his 
eyes fixed upon the changing pictures of 
the stage, his face betraying no emotion. 
He seemed unconscious of the people of the 
applause, so intent was he upon the scenes 
of his own making. 

When at last he was forced to speak, he 
uttered only a few words. Then he again 
resumed his seat and his immobility. 

First came an orchestra prelude, then the 
tableau of the wise men in the desert and 
the flaming star of Bethlehem. The dreary 
waste of desert inthe pale light was wonder- 
fully impre«sive. Then came the brilliantly 
colored picture of the housetops fn Jeru- 
salem, the terrace of the Palace of Hur, 
where the first words of the drama were 
spoken. Hur was entrapped by Messala 
and dragged away to the galleys. .. 

The great spec event of the play 
was the chariot race. Preliminary to it 
were the noisy contentions of the bettors 
outside the arena gates. Then a rumble was 
heard in the background, the hurrying clat- 
ter of flying horses’ feet. It gradually grew 
louder, increasing almost to a roar. For an 
instant all was dark. Then came the light, 
and the race was on.

Influenza has 
been heralded, so medical men assert, by 
the epizootic prevalent among horses, a con- 
dition which prevailed during the epidemic 
of 1878, when Chicago’s street car lines were 
tiled up through the illness of horses.

Medical officers throughout the country 
are active. In New York City 150 and in 
Brooklyn forty-five medical inspectors are 
keeping watch in the schools. Boston, with 


its 90,000 sthoolchildren, has fifty in- 
spectors. Chicago has 245,000 pupils in its 
public schools and will have fifty inspectors. 
In Philadelphia, where school inspectors 
heretofore have been unknown, the Board 
of Education has made arrangements with 
the medical colleges and hospitals to have 
a corps of medical inspectors visit the 
schools daily and make personal inspection 
of all children showing symptoms of iliness. 
In India Lord Curzon recently made a cir- 
cuit of the plague hospitals and segregation 
camps and urges that all persons be inocu- 
lated. He asserts that from 70 to 80 per 
cent of those inoculated are saved. The 
disease is said to have appeared in Japan, 
Russia, Portugal, Persia, Egypt, and Brazil. 
Recently two cases were found on a vessel 
in New York harbor, but the officials there 
say there is no danger of contagion. Cholera 
is reported in India, Japan, Turkey, and the 
Straits Settlements. 
‘Smallpox of a mild type is reported from 
several sections of the United States, as 
well as in Europe and in other parts of the 
world, Yellow fever has appeared in 
Florida and Louisiana, but seems to be well 
in hand. The reports from England that 
two battalions of troops about to embark 
for south Africa were compelled to stay 
behind, owing to outbreaks of measles and 
smalipox, is regarded as significant by 
medical experts. 


Russia Guarding Against Rats. 

It having been demonstrated that rats 
and mice have been a great factor in dif- 
fusing disease, the Russian health officers 
have ordered that hawsers extending from 
ships to shore shall pass through a pipe one 
end of which is flaring and packed with oak- 
um flush against the cable, so that the ro- 
dents cannot leave or board ships by these 
rope runways.

Peoria Man Says That the 
State Architect Demanded — 
Thousand Dollars. 


CHARGES TO BE FILED. 


Declared That Governor Tanner 
Is Not Yet at the Bottom 
of Seandal. 


METHODS OF THE OLD BOARD

Peoria, III., Nov. 29.—{Special. Governor 
Tanner has by no means com the task 
of clearing up the scandals in ection 


with the building of the asylum for the in- 


curable insane at Peoria. He soon will have 
placed before him, it is said, a series of state- 


ments confirmatory of the charges already 


made against former Commissiohers Reed 
and Wilson, recently removed, and impli- 
cating as well, good authority says, State 
Architect Bruce Watson. | 

The last session of the General Assembly 
created the office of State Architect. The 
bill, after passing the House, was buried in 
the Senate committee, where it was resure- 
rected at Governor Tahnner’s request and 
became a law at his instance. Governor 
Tanner appeinted to the office in question 
Bruce Watson, who was and is one of Con- 

Lorimer’s closest friends. 

Here is where Watson is said to have come 
into the entanglement. When the commis- 
sioners of the asylum were discussing the 
proposition for electric lighting and heating 
for the institution Watson, who was present 
by virtue of his office, is reported to have 
said that he did not know much about elec- 
tricity, suggesting or rather ordering that 
the State Engineer be given charge of this 
work, with the compensation of 5 per cent 
of the cost for his services. 

This excited the opposition of some prac- 
tical men who were present, because they 
could not see why the State Architect, who 
receives a salary of $5,000 a year from the 
State, should not do the work himself. | 


| Architect Reeves’ Charges. 

The first disclosure came a day or two 
ago, when Mr. Reeves of the firm of Reeves

HOUSE FINANCIAL BILL. 

The financial bill prepared by the com- 
mittee appointed by the Republican House 
eancus has been made public at | The 
probabilities are that it will be presented 
te and passed by the House without change, 
but that it will be amended, though not 
in material respects, by the Senate. 

The bill sets out by repeating the pro- 
vision of the act af 1873 that the standard 
unit of value shall be the gold dollar of 23.22 
grains ot pure gold. To make this effective, 
in view of the fact that there are several 
hundred millions of legal tender paper and 
silver dollars, it is provided that all inter- 
est bearing obligations of the United States 


‘and the greenbacks and Treasury notes 


shall be payable in gold coin, “and all 
other obligations, public and private, sball 
be performed in conformity with the 


standard established —the gold dollar. 


A bureau of issue and redemption is 
to be created to hold a gold redemption 
fund equal to 25 per cent of the amount 
of greenbacks and Treasury notes out- 
standing. Such a fund would be at this 
moment $109,000,000. When legal tenders 
are redeemed in gold they are to be held 
as part of the reserve fund and are not 
to be paid out again except in exchange 
for gold. While no specific provision is 
made- for the redemption of silver dollars 
or silver certificates in gold, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is empowered by the 
bill at his discretion to exchange gold coin 
for any other money issued or coined by 
the United States in order to preserve 
the parity. He is also authorized to sell 
8 per cent gold bonds for the maintenance 
of the reserve fund if he deems it neces- 
sary to do so. | 
Provision is made that silver certifica 
phall be issued hereafter in denominations 
of $1, $2, and $5. This will furnish an. 
abundance of those small notes, concerning 


the scarcity of which there were so many 


complaints a few months ago, It wilbalso 
meet the objection that banks or other 
corporations may collect the silver dol- 
lars or certificates and present them to the 
Treasury for gold redemption in such 
amounts as to cause an excessive drain 


on the gold redemption fund. It is aus- 


sumed, correctly, that the mass of the 


silver certificates, when of small denomina- 


tions, will be so widely distributed as to 
make their collection difficult. 

The legisiation ed regarding the 
national banks is substantially in ac- 
eordance with the suggestions of the Presi-. 
dent, and is not radical. Banks are al- 
lowed to take out circulation to the par 
value of bonds deposited by them instead 
of 90 per cent. The 1 per cent tax on 
cireulation is repealed, but a tax of one- 
fifth of 1 per cent per annum is imposed 
on the capital, surplus, and undiyided 

of the banks. This will produce 
as much revenue as the present tax on 
cigculation. The framers of the bill as- 
sume, as does Controller Dawes, that the 
shifting of the tax from circulation to the 
value of the franchise will result in a 
large increase in the volume of bank note 
circulation. No provision is made for any 
emergency circulation. 
the bill may be modified so as to incorporate 
some of the suggestions of the Controller 
of the Currency on that point. Provision 
is made for the incorporation of banks with 

a capital of not less than $25,000 in any 
place the population of which does not ex- 
ceed 2,000. . 

Should this bill pass substantially in 
its present form the 
will be broken, for legal tenders redeemed 
in gold cannot be paid out for current ex- 
penses and then be used to draw out more 
gold. The establishment by law of a re- 
demption fund which ean be used for no 
other purpose will prevent any such drafts 
on that fund as were made during 1893 
and subsequent years because of revenue 
deficits. The specific authority given the 
Secretary of the Treasury to sell bonds to 
maintain the reserve will put an end to 


| doubts as to his authority to do so under 


existing laws. The requirement that legal 
tenders shall be redeemed in gold coin will 
make it impossible for a free silver Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, should there ever be 
one, to redeem them in silver dollars. 

There will be tedious debates in the 
Senate over a bill containing these salutary 
provisions. The free silverites in that body 
will mouth their displeasure. at great 
length. But there is à gold standard 
majority in the Senate aad the Republican 
party will be inexcusably derelict if it 
fails to pass at the coming session of Con- 
gress a measure which shall remove all 
possible doubts as to the maintenance of 
the gold standard—the standard of the 
civilized world and of the United States 
for the last sixty years. “4 : 

THE BATTLE AT MODDER RIVER. 

For the third time in the course of Gen- 
eral Methuen’s advance for the relief of 
Kimberley ‘the Boers have retreated after 
a stubborn and bloody fight, and ha. 2 left 
the British a ‘costly victory. 
Methuen’s statement that it was “the 
bloodiest battle of the century ” and “ one 
of the hardest and most trying fights in the 
annals of the British army ” is significant of 
harrowing details to come. 

As in the engagements at Belmont and 
Gras Pan, the Modder River fight leaves 
the final issue almost as indefinite as be- 
fore. Lord Methuen claims to have beaten 
the entire Boer force of 8,000, but it seems 
as if the Boers retreated in good order and 
with all their guns. Both sides undoubted- 
ly suffered frightfully, but the position of 
the British column is not much more de- 
sirable than before, It is still twenty-five 


or thirty miles from Kimberley, and it must 


count upon at least one more heavy battle 
—at Spytfontein, where the Boers are said 
to be heavily intrenched. The Boers seem 
now to outpumber the British, and when 
it comes to a question of which is the more 
able to stand the losses by daily battles the 
British are by no means at an advantage. 
When the contending forces once get within 
hailing distance of Kimberley the Boers 
will be between two fires, but before that 
can occur General Methuen and his gallant 
regiments miust face the reasonable cer- 
tainty of another bloody battle and the 
possibility ot defeat and disaster. 

When the whole story of this expedition 
to the relief of Kimberley is written it will 
be a thrilling narrative of bravery on both 
sides, Ten hours of desperate fighting in 
the burning sun, without a pause for water 
or food, means that there was no monopoly 
of courage or deadly skill on the British 
side, even though the Boer forces were 
finally compelled to quit their position and 
fall. back, There is every reason to believe 
that the British losses have been the heavier 
in all these engagements. No matter which

the news of its insolvency is a surprise. 
The honorable and straightforward course 
followed by the unfortunate firm in the 
matter will add to the widespread hope that 
it may be successful in reorganizing upon 
a sound basis without needless delay or loss. 

While the financial stringency of the last 
few months in New York is given as one of 
the immediate reasons for the assignment, 
the actual causes lie deeper and are proba- 
bly manifold. The attempt to establish an 
English branch perhaps had something to 
do with the event. The tendency toward 
mugwump ideas in the editorial policy of 
the Harper periodicals of recent years may 
have lost them some of their popularity. 
Yet the reputation of the house for literary 
excellence, both in its periodicals and in its 
books, is of the highest. :
